ST. LOUIS, May 2.—Six hundred strik- 
ing brickyard workmen, armed with stones 
and clubs, this afternoon marched to the 
yards of the Cote Brilliante Pressed-brick 
Company, the workmen at which were or- 
dered to strike on Wednesday when visited 
by a committee from the union. The mob 
was repulsed and dispersed by the police.

The Chain Said to be 
Complete. 


Judge Conlan Holds Him 
for Murder. 


Efforts of the Defense to Make it 


* Appear That Blanche Lamont 
is Still Alive. 


Theory &s to the Writing on the 
Paper Containing the Rings— 
Bail is Refused the Al- 


leged Murderer.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 2.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) C. T. Hills, one of the principal 
witnesses for the prosecution in the Dur- 
rant case, Made a desperate but wunsue- 
cessful effort to end his existence. early 
this morning. With the keen edge of a 
freshly-honed razor he opened two ugly 
gashes in his left arm rear the elbow, 
aiming for the arteries. He is prostrated 
from loss of blood, but will recover. There 
is no lack of theories as to Hill's metive 
in, thus attempting to reach a premature 
grave. As soon as the news of the suicide 
effort spread through the Mission, and it 
was very late in the day when the in- 
formation. got. out, there was considerable 
excitement, and tales of every sort were 
related and devoured with morbid avidity. 

That which was most eagerly accepted 
was that Hillis was the real murderer of 
Minnie Williams and Blanche Lamont. His 
nerve had finally failed him, said the gos- 


| sips, and m a frantic effort to evade the 


iron hand of the lew he sought to escape 
This story is laughed 
at by the police and by those who know 
Hills. The would-be suicide says that a 
series of misfortunes, covering several 
years and gradually growing more exas- 
perating, drove him into a condition of 
despondent madness.

He was held to answer on the charge in 
the Superior Court today and ‘bail was 
refused. Police Judge Conlon, the com- 
mitting magistrate in rendering his 
decision, briefly reviewed the case 
and the evidence adduced against 
Durrant. In conclusion the Judge 
said: ‘‘The people, I consider, have surely 
‘wound a chain of circumstance in this case 
around one object, Durrant, and to cap the 
climax the property of the dead girl was 
found in his possession. The chain is 
complete, and, in my opinion, nothing is 
wanting.”’ 

Subsequently Durrant’s preliminary ex- 
amination for the murder of Blanche La- 
mont was taken up. The evidence so far 
given was a precise repetition of that at 
the inquest yesterday, and related to Dur- 
rant accompanying the girl from school 
on the day she was murdered, and to his 
social intimacy with her. Blanche’s aunt, 
Mrs. C. G. Noble, was asked by the de- 
fense to identify the dead girl’s handwr:t- 
ing. She was cross-examined for an hour 
on this point. The only writing whica has 
concerned the case hitherto was that on 
the paper inclosing Blanche’s rings and 
bearing the names of George R. King and 
Prof. Schernstern. The defense appar- 
ently wish to show that Blanche herself 
wrote those names, to establish their new 
theory that Blanche had not been killed, 
and that the body found in the steeple 
was that of some one else. 

THE PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION. 

' SAN FRANCISCO, May 2.—The baiting 


line was the feature of the examination of 
Durrant today for the murder of B!anche 
Lamon. The first thing in the morning 
Judge Conlan held the prisoner to answer 
f.r the murder of Minnie W“liams, ard 
without tuil. The Judge made a close 
review of the testimeny that goes to 
bring hiome the crime to the defendant, and 
on his show ng no other conclusion was 
possible. The case was takne 
up at once. 

When Conductor West took the stand 
he was just as poo.tive as ever that Blanche 
Lamont and Durrant eat inside his car 
‘on the Powcil-street line on the afternoon 
of April 3. He knew the dady because 
he had jirticularly mevieed the hat she 
wore, because of What he described as iis 
“bristles."" These brigies went to make 
up a scmewhat draggled red feather in 
the hat, which the witness was finaliy 
induced to idmit was a feather, but as 
he said, ‘‘a funny sort of feather.”’ 

Eugene Duprey, on ¢ross-examinaton, 
led the witness up to an effective climax. 
He asked him had he not been present at 
the inquest before he was put on the stand. 
West admitted, some reluctance, that 
he was there, but could not be induced 
to say positively that he had seen Durrant 
there, although he had indentified him at 
the prison scme days before. No, he wns 
mot sure that he had seen Durrant at the 
inquest before he took the stand. 

Said Duprey: ‘““When you were asked 
on the stand to identify Durrant. you 
stood and looked all around the room. 
and at the last turn you pointed to the 
defendant as the man.”’ 

““Well,”” said the witness, sheepishly, 
thought it. was right to look around.” 

“Yes,” said Duprey, “you wanted to 
make it dramatic,” and he added ‘a sar- 
castic ‘“‘good-b;,"’ as he dismissed the wit- 
ness, Gen. Dickinson echoing the farewell. 

West was positive that Blanche La- 
mont and Durrant sat inside the car. The 
dead girl’s schoolmates who left the Nor- 
mal school at the same time she did, were 
equally positive that the pair sat out- 
side, and they agreed all three. They 
Make good witnesses, saying fist, enough, 
and are not easily confused. Their iden- 
tification of Durrant is positive, and one 
of them got on ‘the car with Miss  La- 
mont when Durrant met her on the corner 
of Clay and Powell streets. 

The cfoss-examination vas largely 
rected at the method of identifitation fo!- 
lowed by the police, who brought down 
the young ladies to the office with the 
express intention of making the identifices- 
tion. In the office Durrant was brought 
in between two detectives and was recog- 
nized by the three young ladies.

KILLED. 


"Slaughter Kid” and 
Dick”? Shot Full of Holes—Mar- 
shal Mix’s Deputies Are 
~~ After More Outlaws.

(Okla.,) May 2.—At Spenzle’s 
undertaking-house in this city lie the bod- 
les of two of the most notorious despera- 
does of the Dalton-Doolin gang. The dead 
men stretched on two boards are George 
Newcomb, alias “Bitter Creek,” ajlfas 
“Slaughter Kid,” and Charley Pierce, 
alias ‘“‘Dynamite Dick.” 
The advert of the officers with the re- 
mains of the outlaws was a compleic 
surprise to the community, as no one had 
been apprised of the fact that the bandits 
were being pursued, much legs that there 
had been a fight and two uf them killed. 
They were brought in just as they were 
when killed, im full ciocthes, with their 
boots and spurs on and armed to the 
teeth. Besides Winchesters, each had on 
a revolver apiece, and belts of cartridges 
for both insiruments of death. As their 
clothes were cut off the bodies it was 
seen that ‘“‘Dypamite Dick’ had at least 
thirty buckhot, while two Winchester 
balls let the life out of “Bitter Creek.” 
“Dynamite Dick"’ was shot all over, Dut 
mostly in the right shoulder and side, 
akthough he had. fully six shot in his 
stomach and as many in one foot. One of his 
eyes was open as though he had been in 
the act of taking a sight along a ‘Win- 
chester. One Winchester bail struck 
“Bitter Creek’’ in the foreneal and tore 
out his brains at the back of his head, 
ani the other hit his hand as he was 


pulling the trigger. 


Marshal Mix does not want to say much 
about the killing, as the marshals who did 
the work are still after other men. The 
outlaws were killed at the southeast cor- 
ner of Pawnee county, at the house of 
the Dunn brothers, near Ingalls, the old 
rendezvous of the outlaws. They were 
killed by Deputy Marshal Schaffer at the 
head of six other marshals. The bandits 
went to Dunn's house about 8 o’clock last 
evening. It being moonlight, they were 
easily seen, and ‘‘Dynamite Dick’’ was 
killed outright, being filled full of buck- 
shot. ‘Bitter Creek’’ made a fight and 
two Winchester balls felled him from his 
horse before he could pull the trigger of 
bis gun. The two men killed are a part 
of the gang that held up the Rock Island 
train at Dover some time ago. They had 
been chased ever since. 

Charlies Pierce, alias “Dynamite Dick,”’ 
is a half-brother to “Tulsa Jack.’’ who 
was killed in the Cheyenne country by 
Deputy Marshal Dudley Banks. The ex- 
press companies have big rewards offered 
for these outlaws. The bodies were em- 
balmed and the express detectives ‘have 
been wired for. Deputy Banks saw the 
bodies and recognized them. Oscar Hal- 
sell recognized ‘Bitter Creek.’’ The out- 
law used to herd cattle for him. 0. -F. 
Hicks, a cowboy, looked at him and said he 
punched cattle with him several years 
ago. The horses of the outlaws were 
killed. and their saddies and all guns were 
brought to this city. None of the mar- 
shals were hurt. 


EX-SENATOR WHITMAN. 


He is Turned Over to California Of- 
ficers for Forgery.

NEW YORK, May 2.—Alonzo J. Whit- 
man, ex-Senator from Duluth, Minn., may.

It is expected that 
Japan will give the European powers a 
mark of deference and will renounce a 
definite occupation of the Liao Tung pen- 
insula, consenting to all other occupations 
to cease with the fulfilment of other 
clauses of the treaty. I do not believe 
that Europe will demand more than this 
and I do not believe that Japan will go 
as near as this. This arrangement may be 
taken as probable and it will shortly come 
about.”

THE ALTON HOLD-UP. 


CAPTURE OF SUSPICIOUS CHAR- 
ACTERS. 


Conductor Conlin Lets One of Them 
Go—The Officials of the Road 
Deny an Attempt at 
Robbery.

CHICAGO, May 2.—The officials of the 
Alton road deny emphatically today that 
there was any attempt to hold-up 4 train 
at Carlinville last night, when Hngineer 
Frahk Holmes was killed. The shooting, 
they say, was done by tramps. The offi- 
cials of the toad think that they have the 
murderer of Holmes in the man caught 
leaving the tender. However, Mail Clerk 
J. P. Keevers telis the following story: 

The train left Carlinville at 11:40 0 clock. 
Hardly had the train got under way 
when two tramps lying flat on the coal in 
the tender were startled by the appearance 
of two masked men crawling over the ten- 
der. Poking two big revolvers into the 
faces of the tramps, the newcomers en- 
joined their silence and strict attention to 
their own business. Passing on to the 
engine cab, one of the armed men ordered 
the two firemen, one man extra learning the 
road, to put up their hands, while the 
other covered Engineer Holmes amd or- 
dered him to shut off steam. The engi- 
neer complied and then the desperado or- 
dered him to. give her full head and be 
lively about it. Holmes made the pre- 
tense of doing so, and the robber, appar- 
ently satisfied, stepped back a foot or two. 

The engineer was on the alert for the 
opportunity presented and, seizing the fire- 
man’s pick, dealt the robber two biows 
on the head. Both robbers opened fire 
and plucky Frank Holmes fell dead in 
the gangway of his engine with at least 
three buMet holes in his breast. The 
fireman shut off steam, put on the air and 
the heavy train slowed down to a stand- 
stifl. As it did so, the two robbers swung 
off. A number of men had been riding 
on the rear platform of the mail car and 
at the first report two mail clerks heard 
one exclaim: “There they are shooting, 
let us get off.”” Jumping off, they real- 
ized that their plans had miscarried. Af- 
ter a moment of indecision they started 
to flee. The mail clerks, who at first sup- 
posed the firing was done by the brakeman 
as a menace to the defiant tramps, heard 
the fireman. shouting: “Frank Holmes is 
shot dead.”’ : 

Mail Clerk John H. Conefry and Bag- 
gageman Logan, in charge of weighing 
the mails for the government and rail- 
road company respectively, proceeded to 
assist the trainmen in the search for the 
slayers of Frank Holmes. Hurrying 
around the engine, Logan stumbled over 
a man lying prone in the grass and com- 
manded him to rise. Reluctantly com- 
plying, the man protested earnestly against 
arrest and claimed to be in no way con- 
nected with the trouble. Conefry pushed op 
and tame upon a man with a repeating 
rifle and belt full of cartridges... His back 
was turned and Conefry covered him and 
ordered him to come along. e man 
demurred strongly, claiming that he had 
been on a hunting expedition. Conefry 
refused to parley and getting his revolver 
in line with the suspect’s heart, convinced 
him he had an earnest man to deal with. 

Logan and Conefry turned their men 
over to Conductor Conlin and the passen- 
gers. Conlin meantime secured two 
tramps who had been on the tender. The 
man with the rifle put up so convincing 
a story to account for his presence that 
Conlin permitted him to go. The passen- 
gers believe that Conlin made a serious 
mistake. The man with the Winchester 
was a counterpart of an ideal desperado 
in appearance and attire. The three 
men detained were turned over to a 
deputy sheriff when the train backed to 
Carlinville, a mile away. 

Train No. 3 is said to carry at times 
large sums of money and the object of 
the bandits was probably to loot the ex- 
press car. Chief Agent Cain of the Chicago

DENVER, May 2.—Before the encamp- 
ment of the Department of Colorado and 
Wyoming of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public convened today, there was much 
discussion among the veterans in attend- 
ance concerning the recommendation made 
by Department Commander Rollins for 
the appointment of a committee to pre- 
pare a memorial to the next national en- . 
campment in favor of extending financial 
aid to Confederate veterans. The sug- 
gestion was generally receiyed with favor, 
and leading members expressed the opin- 
ion that the principle advocated by Gen. 
Rollins will receive the indorsement : of 
the encampment, which resumed its secret 

session at 10 o’clock today. 

The impression that has got abroad that 
Gen. Rollins favored extending pensions 
to Confederate veterans is incorrect. 
What he proposed was the establishment 
of a home for indigent and suffering 
Southern veterans. His exact words were ~ 
as follows: 

“There remains one other subject of 
which I wish to speak. The war is over. 
We are, I may almost say, for the first 
time a united people. is nation is 
great enough, intelligent enough and suffi- 
ciently advanced in all that goes to make 
up what we call civilization, when vic- 
torious, to be generous and even liberal to 
the vanquished. The South, or at least 
many parts of it, is not the home, but 
rather the stopping place of many poor, 
crippled, broken-down old men. They 
were brave soldiers, not leaders, but in 
the ranks of an army whose record for 
bravery and soldierly conduct cast no 
stain upon our fame as a nation among 
the nations. True, they were not our 
comrades in a Grand Army sense, but they 
are our brothers in an American sense. A 
home somewhere in the sunny South where 
these soldiers can be cared for, sheltered, 
clothed, and, in sickness, nursed, will cost 
but little comparatively..It will soon be 
too late to be generous. There is but one 
place where a movement of this kind can 
start, and that is in the Grand Army of 
the Republic.’’

the estimation in which California securi- 
ties are held on Wall street: 


“California securities arg regarded as 
the only first-class Western securities in 
Wall street. Investors will consider an 
issue from California when they would 
not look at an tssue from any other State 
west of, the Missouri River. Securities 
from the West have depreciated so much 
that there is some timidity about them, 
but California securities seem to be singu- 
larly free from this general distrust. T!is 
is due to the fact that both the State and 
the smaller divisions have been very 
honest in their dealings with Eastern in-;: 
vestors. They have always lived up to 
the letter of their contracts, and some- 
times done more than they were legally 
compelled to do, though not more than 
they were morally bound to do. For in- 
stance, when the State ordered the pay- 
ment of that back interest: It was due, 
but could not have been collected, and the 
payment of it sent California’s credit 
way up. 

-“There is also a belief in the future of 
California. It is the general belief that 
California has.been less affected by the 
recent financial troubles of the country, 
and that its resources will cause it to rally 
more rapidly than any of the other West- 
ern States. On the whole, California is 
regarded very highly in the East, and as 
soon as the State takes hold of itself and 
begins to work for its own prosperity it 
will get all of the Eastern help that it re- 
quires. I look for very prosperous times 
in: California in the next twelve months 
and I know that this opinion is held by 
very may who keep their hands on the 
financial pulse of the country.” 

Such being the case, there should be 
no difficulty in floating the improvement 
bonds that are to be voted on this week— 
that is to say, in case they are approved 
of by the people—at very favorable Fates. 

COMMERCIAL. 

There’ seems to have been a general 
agreement among the big dealers and 
manipulators of products to work up a 
temporary boom in prices. This is not 
case in petroleum apd wheat, but 
also in cattle, prices of which have been 
advancing very rapidly. The present tariff 
admits of shipments from foreign coun- 
tries at a good profit and consequently 
there has been a great rush on part of 
Amerioan @eaters to Mexico, where it is 
stated that the bulk of the cattle valua- 
Ble for export have already been bought 
up. One State alone, that of Chihuahua, 
has sent over 40,000 head of steers to the 
St. Louis and Kansas City markets since 
the change in tariff regulations. If it 
were only certain that this advance in 
price would continue, the cattle-raisers of 
the United States ought to be able to 
make some money during the next few 
months, and the owners of herds of horses 
in the Northwest, who have been killing 
them for canning purposes may be able 
to get a better price for their co hod, 


One of the weaknesses of the American 
purchasing public is that as a rule they 
prefer to buy goods from abroad in prefer- 
ence to those of American make. Califor- 
nians have suffered a good deal from this 
propensity, especially those who are en- 
gaged in the manufacture of wine and 
olive oil. It is not to be expected that 
dealers Will jeopardize their business ‘by 
running counter to this popular prejudice, 
and in consequence it is a common thing 
to find American made goods offered for 
sale in stores under the name of European 
novelties, the dealers charging in many 
casés considerably more for the goods than 
they would ask if they Were sold under 
the American name. There is little doubt 
that if a few enterprising firms would 
inauguraté a change in this method of do- 
ing business the people could soon be 
brought round to appreciate the advan- 
tage of American products. An Eastern 
paper tells of a firm of dry goods mer- 
chants in Boston which has filled its win- 
dows with American upholstery goods, 
American prints and crepons, American 
zinghams, American wool dress goods and 
American silks. These goods are all 
labeled ‘‘Made in America,”’ and they tell 
their own story. 

The result of the experiment is said to 
have been in every way satisfactory. The 
enterprising firm has lost no customers, 


confronting the foolish 
prejudice for foreign goods and boldly re- 
lying upon the patriotism 
sense of the American people. 

Some of our California retail dealers 
would do well to. imitate this example. 
end then if customers would make a point 
of giving the preference to articles of 
home manufacture, we would be on the 
high road to prosperity such as we have 
not yet attained. '

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


On several ccocasior; referance has been 
made in this column to the profitable 
openings which are offered along the foot- 
hills of Scasthern California for the utili- 
zation of electricity, which power can be 
obtained at very lhcw rates from weter 
in the mountains that can afterward be 
utilized for irrigating purposes. An in- 
teresting instance of the utilization of 
electric power in a novel manner comes 
from San Bernardino, where contracts 
been signed by a number of ;,farm- 
ers with a local electric light company 
which agrees to furnish pewer for driv- 
ing pumps and pumping water for irriga- 
tion purposes. 

A rich fruit district north of the city, 
bounded by Mcurmt Vernon, Highland and 
Waterman avenues, has an abundaace of 
water below the surface, but lacks water 
for irrigation.

THE BOND ELECTIONS, PAST 
AND TO COME. 


The municipal bond election held yes- 
terday resulted in an overwhelming ma- 
jority tn favor of issuing bonds to the 
Smount of $306,000 to increase our school 
facilities. The total vote cast was not 
nearly so large as it ought to have ‘been, 


decided. But doubtless many voters re- 
frained from voting, conscious that there 
would be but slight opposition to a plan 
So essential to the well-being of the city. 
Sied there been anywhere near a full vote, 
the majority in favor of the bonds would 
undoubtedly have been much larger than it 
was in proportion to the total vote. 

The aggregate vote cast was 2141, of 
Which 1968 votes were in the affirmative 
and 173 in the negative. To carry the 
proposition required the vote of two-thirds 
of all persons voting, which would have 
been 1428. The total yea vote being 1968, 
St will be seen that the proposition car- 
ried by 540 more votes than were actually 
necessary. This is a result upon which 
our citizens may well congratulate them- 
selves. As has-been pointed out in these 
columns, the $306,000 which is to be 
raised for school purposes is none too 
large a sum to meet the needs of the 
situation. The amount is too small 
rather than too large. But if it be judi- 
Glously expended it will go a long way 
toward bringing our school accommoda- 
It 
Should be understood at the beginning 
that not a dollar of this money shall be 
wasted. 

Today the people will be called -upon 
Again to vote on the question of issuing 
bonds for various improvements, as fol- 
lows: For enlarging and improving Ely- 
Sian Park, $100,000; for Westlake Park, 
$35,000; for East Side Park, $25,000; for 
acquiring land for headworks for a water 
System, $30,000; for acquiring land and 
erecting thereon a central police station, 
$40,000; for the erection of a public mu- 


$270,000.

Sideration be given to the question the 
park funds will be voted down, and that 
they should be voted down. While Los 
Angeles should eventually have parks of 
goodly extent, well kept and highly im- 
proved, the present condition of the city’s 
finances and needs does not warrant the 
@xpenditure at this time, or within a 
Single year, of so large an amount of 
money as $150,000 for park purposes. 
There are other and more substantial im- 
Provements which are needed at this 
time. Besides, as The Times has before 
paid, there are well-defined doubts whether, 
mnder the present municipal government, 
the money would be judiciously expended. 
Zo expend it injudiciously would be al- 
Most as bad as to expend it corruptly. 
The city can go on from year to year, im- 
proving the parks gradually, and giving 
Mature a chance to assist in the gradual 
Gevelopment through the growth of trees 
ana shrubbery. Ifthe whole amount asked

A new central police station is one of 
the pressing needs of this city, and the 
$40,000 required for that purpose should be 
provided. The present condition of the 
city prison is disgracefully inadequate, as 
has frequently been shown in these col- 
umns. More room and better accommoda- 
tions are imperatively necessary. In this 
matter it is a condition which confronts 
us, not a theory. There can be no ques- 
tion, it would seem, about the carrying 
of this portion of the bond proposition. 
Finally, as regards the plan to expend 
$50,000 for the erection of a public mu- 
seum and library building, The Times be- 
Neves and hopes it will be defeated. The 
present quarters of the library in the City 
Hall are fairly adequate, and will be so 
for some years to come. Some of the 
arguments put forth in support of this 
new library-expansion project are specious 
in the extreme, and some of the figures 
produced to show the circulation of books 
and the lack ‘of circulation of air will 
not bear critical analysis. Los Angeles 
can for the present get along very well 
without a museum, either dime or other- 
wise. Perhaps one of our wealthy citizens 
may in his generosity erect a building for 
that purpose, and present it to the city. 
Quien sabe? To expend a large amount of 
public money for such a luxury at this 
time would not be good business or muni- 
cipal sense. Besides, there are many 
strong objections to erecting a library 
and museum building in Central Park, 
and these, in the opinion of The Times, 
greatly outweigh any and all arguments 
in favor of such a plan. If the voters 
are wise they will take this view of the 
situation. 


NOT A NECESSITY. 


The library directors, over their signa- 
tures, have put forth an urgent plea in be- 
half of the issuance of bonds to the 
amount of $40,000 for the erection of a 
public museum and library. All that the 
gentlemen say in favor of the maintenance 
and efficiency of the library is well said 
and timely. But their plea for an increase 
of $40,000 in the city’s bonded debt at this 
time is far frem convincing. 

The statements as to the “overcrowded” 
condition of the present library quarters 
are not susceptible of demonstration. It ts 
easy to compile a table of figures, but 
such a compilation is not necessarily ccn- 
clusive. Even figures can be made to lie, 
and lie like a horsethief. It is true that 
the delivery-room is, at certain times of 
the day, very much crowded. But the 
reading-room in the northeast part of the 


for that purpose, and is never crowded. 
Possibly it might be well to utilize some 
of the extra space in that room for deliy- 
ery purposes, or at least to readjust the 
departments in some manner so as to util- 
ize more fully the space referred to. 

At all events, we have a fine new City 
Hall nearly the whole upper portion of 
which is devoted to library uses, and 
there is no pressing necessity at the pres- 
ent time to add to our public debt in or- 
der to build a separate library duilding, 
which we can easily get along “withcut 
for some time to come. Furth 2rmore, 
there are grave doubts as-to whether the 
city could legally use Central Park for 
any other than. park purposes, and if a 
site had to be bought, $40,000 would be in- 
sufficient to buy it and erect a suitable 
museum and library building. That 
amount, if voted today, will prove only a 
nest-egg, and the dear people will surely 
be called upon, from year to year, to put in 
a lot more of financial eggs.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


The closing years of the present cen- 
tury are marked, as have been the 
closing years of previous centuries, 
by a spirit of unrest and dissatisfac- 
‘tion with the existing order of things 
that pervades all classes and almost 
all countries. It is not to be expected 
that the women should entirely escape 
the influence of this restless spirit that 
is stalking abroad. Hence it is not 
surprising to note the activity and en- 
ergy with which a certain portion of 
those whom we were formerly wont 
to term the “weaker sex,” are at pres 
ent urging their claims for recognition 
on part of the male brutes who 
have so far dominated public affairs 
throughout the greater part of the 
world. 

These claims take various forms, 
from the right to wear bloomers on 
the street to the right to vote at the 
polls. Undeterred by their failure in 
the last Legislature, woman-suffrage 
cluba are being formed, and there is 
every prospect that the question will 
be brought prominently to the front 
at the next election, 

As we have stated on previous oc- 
casions, The Times is unable to con- 
cede either that the suffrage would be 
an unmixed blessing to women or even 
that it is desired by a considerable 
portion of them. The fact that so 
much is heard in the papers in regard 
to woman suffrage is by no meals 
conclusive as to the large number of 
women who desire to vote. Judging 
by this rule the Populists and the ad- 
vocates of free silver would have an 
immense majority in the United States, 
but we all know that such is not the 
case. It would be ifteresting if a 
vote could be taken among the women 
of the country to ascertain how many 
of them care to plunge into politics. 
Unless we are much mistaken’ the 
result of such a vote would be over- 
whelmingly against fenvale’ suffrage. 
Yet such is the energy and persever- 
ance of those women who have con- 
stituted themselves the aposties of this 
asserted reform that there is every 
likelihood of our having it forced upon 
us, willy-nilly; during the next few 
years, Meanwhile, there are undoubt- 
edly in this State a great many women 
who agree with the following opinion, 
which is that of a correspondent of 
the Examiner who signed herself “A 
Strong-minded Woman Who Does Not 
Want to Vote.” The letter was writ- 
ten while the fate of the woman-suf- 
frage bill was still undecided in the 
Legislature: 

“As the passage of the suffrage bill 
in California seems imminent, I wish 
to add my protest to that of many 
others against’ this evil that is being 
forced upon us. The women of Cali- 
fornia do not want suffrage. | 

“My opinion, and it is that of the ma- 
jority, is that women have all the 
rights they can safely handle already. 
To place woman in the vortex of our 
present political Kife will do politics no 
good, but it will do her an immense 
ginpunt of harm. 

“Are women so free from the com- 
mon faults of humanity that they are 
not going to be actuated at the ballot 
box by the same motives that govern 
men”? Is it going to decrease the com- 
plications of our present political sys- 
tem to increase the number of voters? 
Have women shown themselves so 
broad-minded in the past that it is 
supposed they can cope with the 
problems of the age in a more liberal 
spirit than do men? Women view 
everything from a personal standpoint. 
Is it going to simplify matters when 
women become office-holders and are 
struggling to elect their candidates in 
opposition to their brothers and hus- 
bands? It seems to me very self- 
opinionated for women to think they 
can be successful when men are mak-

A physician in that city, feeling 
aggrieved by @ report printed in the San 
Francisco Chronicle concerning him, in- 
sthutes a suit, not against the Chronicle 
alone, but aleo against the newsboy who 
distributes the paper about the city. The 
newsboy is therefore put to the trouble 
end expense of answering a charge in 
court of wilful and malicious libel con- 
cerning a report which ft ts doubtful if the 
boy ever read or knew about until served 
with the plaintiff's complaint. It is prob- 
able that the newsbby has never seen and 
does not know the complaining plaintiff. 
If one newsboy who selis the Chronicle is 
gulty of malicious libel against this 
doctor, why are not all other boys who 
sold the paper containing the report com- 
plained of equally guilty? Why is not 
‘the express company carrying the paper 
also guilty of Whel as well as all United 
States postal clerks who helped circufate 
‘the paper. Is not the United States gov- 
ernment also a guilty party because, ft did 
not refuse to carry the paper, if the San 
Diego man’s complaint against the news- 
boy be held a just complaint? Carried to 
a logical conclusion, the law of Ifbel which 
makes circulators of a publication respon-' 
sible for its contents, might well demand 
a press censorship far more rigorous than 
that of the effete European monarchies. It 
wll be interesting to observe how the 


libel law will be applied to the newsboys 
in this State. 


A correspondent suggests, as a means of 
providing money for the improvement of 
the city parks, that Central Park be sold. 
He thinks # would bring $250,000 for a 
hotel site, which is probably true. — It 
ought to be worth considerably’ more 
money than that, if it were for sale. But 
it is very doubtful if the park could be 
sold.

The Victim is Charitable But Resents Mis- 
representation. 

The report of the hazing incident at 
the University, which was published in 
The Times Wednesday morning, in the 
Record Wednesday evening, in the Herald 
Thursday morning and in the Express 
Thursday evening, has occasioned much 
comment, it being in so respects 
similar to the Campbell case a: Berkeley 
a few months ago.

Bernardino shows a very low death rate 
for that city. Deducting the deaths which 
occur in the County: Hospital, situated 
within the city limits,, the report shows 
that the death rate does not exceed eleven 
for each thousand inhabitants. This speaks 


well for the sanitary conditions of the 
city.

Fire Alarm Improvements. 


A SCHEMB TO KEEP KEYS AT THE 
| BOXES. 

An improvement in the fire alarm boxes 
in use in the outlying portions of the city 
Ss under consideration whereby it is hoped 
to facilitate the turning in of alarms when 
necessary. 

Under the method which has heretofore 
been in force keys have been left at some 
of the stores or residences in the neigh- 
borhood of each fire alarm box, and in 
erder to turn in an alarm it has been 
mecessary to obtain one of these keys un- 
less the person turning in the alarm had 
one of his own. Frequently a consider- 
able delay is caused by reason of diffi- 
culty in obtaining keys in case of fire. 

The adoption of a device is under con- 
sideration by which a key may be kept 
at the fire alarm box. The device con- 
sists of a plain iron box large enough to 
contain a key and having a glass front. 
In time of fire the glass may be broken 
and the key removed and used to open 
the fire alarm box. 

The box containing the key can be un- 
locked by the City Electrician and an- 
‘other glass inserted. Otherwise no one 
jean have access to the key within except 
by breaking the glass. 


Delinquent Tax Collection. 

Members of the City Council are in- 
“vestigating the matter of the collection 
of delinquent city taxes relative to whether 
the sami@ can be collected under the law 
adopted at the last session of the Legisla- 
ture. 

It will be remembered that this law pro- 
Wides for the sale of delinquent tayes in 
such a manner as to prevent the property 
on which taxes become delinquent from 
falling into the hands of “tax sharks.”

demonstrated that she Was the most im- 
portant witness who had yet been put upon 
the stand. Her testimony was to the effect 
that she first saw Thompson at her broth- 
er’s ranch in thé Tejunga shortly before 
the second train-robbery at. Roscoe. She 
next saw him accompanied by a man 
named Leslie, whom she had since learned 
‘Was Btzler, in September last. They ar- 
rived at the ranch some time during the 
night and slept in the barn. Alva John- 
son was in Los Angeles at the time, and 
when Thompson asked for him next morn- 
ing, saying that he wanted some money 
which the former owed him, she told him 
so. He suggested going there to see him, 
but she told him that Alva had trouble 
enough, and asked him to take to the 
canyon and go out over the mountains. 
She finally sent Alva’s youngest girl to 
town to notify her father, and the unwel- 
come pair returned to the barn and re- 
mained there all day. That night while 
Etzler, Thompson and herself were at sup- 
per, the defendant told her that he and 
Alva were in that Roscoe affair, and that 
he had come for his share of the money 
they got off the train. Etzler told her that 
he had robbed a bank in San Francisco and 
was being chased by the officers. Thomp- 
son stated that he left Red Bluff with a 
band of cattle, but left it, and, hiring a 
team, drove it 100 miles, stripped off the 
harness and left it, drove another team 
fifty miles, then took the train to San Fer- 
nando and walked over from that place. 
Witness went out to meet her brother be- 
fore he reached the house, and warned him 
of the arrival of his visitors, to whom he 
talked after putting his team up. Next 
morning at daybreak all three drove off 
toward town together. 

Upon cross-examination the defense at- 
tenmpted to show that the witness and 
her relatives had put their heads together 
and concluded that by convicting “the 
Kid" they would help Alva materially. 
She denied this, however, but admitted 
that Detective Lawson, by whom she was 
now employed, had promised to use his 
best efforts to secure a pardon for her 
brother. 

George M. Trogdon, the husband of the 
preceding witness, corroborated her in 
most particulars and stated that the de- 
fendant also told him in the door of the 
barn after supper that he and Alva John- 
son did the Roscoe robbery; and that he 
ny not through, but would make a haul 
yet. 

Upon cross-examination the defense 
tried to show that Trogdon was under 
lasting obligations to Lawson on account 
of assistance rendered when witness was’ 
arrested in Trinity county some years 
ago, but-he denied that such was the case. 

Up to this time the crowd in the court-

morning. While lying In the hay mow 
“the Kid" told him all about the Roscoe 
robbery. Witness then described in de- 
tail the meeting between Alva Johnson 
and the defendant:+their subsequent deal- 
ings; the shipment to and receipt by the 
defendant of $600 in Mexican money at 
Phoenix, where it was sold to Chinese at 
45 and 40 cents on the dollar. and every 
other circumstance connected with the 
affair as heretofore published. 

Etzler was subjected to a very severe 
cross-examination by counsel for the de- 


‘| fense, who followed his career from the 


cradle up to date, but stood the trying 
ordeal remarkably well, and stuck to his 
oricinal story manfully. 

At the close of his testimony court ad- 
journed for the day, the matter going over 
until 10 o'clock this morning. 

AN INSANE WOMAN BITES A DOCTOR. 

At 1:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon Mrs.’ 
B. A. Douglass, a young and rather pre- 
possessing brunette, lay upon the floor 
of Department Three, manacled and ap- 
parently unconscious of her surroundings. 
while Judge York and Drs. Jenkins and 
Kierulff, the examining commissioners, 
passed upon the question of her sanity. 
During the proceedings Dr. Jenkins no- 
ticed that the patient had something in 
her mouth, and upon investigation found 
that it was a small silver watch. Fear- 
ing that she might swallow it during a 
paroxysm, Dr. Jenkins attempted to take 
the watch from her mouth, but just as he 
inserted the index finger of his left hand 
between her teeth the patient closed her 
jaws firmly upon it. A scene of intense 
excitement ensued, for the more the doctor 
attempted to force the woman's jaws open 
the harder she closed them. The result 
was that before her mouth was forcibly 
opened, the doctor's finger had been bitten 
almost in two, the bone being crushed to 
splinters. After dressing the injured mem- 
ber temporarily Dr. Jenkins proceeded 
with the examination, which revealed the 
fact that yesterday morning Mrs. Douglas 
called upon a casual acquaintance, who re- 
sides on Twenty-fourth street, near 
Hoover street. She was acting somewhat 
strangely, but not sufficiently so as to 
create alarm. During the temporary ab- 
sence of her hostess, however, Mrs. Doug- 
las disrobed and rushed through the house 
and out into the back yard, absolutely de- 
void of clothing. With the assistance of 
some carpenters who were at work on a 
building near by the unfortunate woman 
was wrapped in a bedspread and carried 
bodily into the house, whence she was re- 
moved in the patrol wagon. As no one 
seemed to know whence she cathe, nor the 
history of her case, the examining physi- 
cians were somewhat averse to commit- 
ting herto the asylum. Judge York there- 
upon ordered that she be remanded to the 
County Jail until Monday morning next, 
and she was carried thither by four stal- 
wart deputies from the Sheriff's office.

Hill Street? 


into 


Time for Main-street Property-own- 
' @rs to be Up and 


Cheap Lands in Southern California-- 
By the Square Foot—Assess- 
ments for Chicago Street— 
Mission Style. 


The real estate market has beén quiet 
during the past week. There have been a 
mumber of e@emall sales. at satisfactory 
prices, but few Itrades of any great 
portance thave been negotiated. It can- 
not, of bourse, be expested ‘that the mar- 
ket should keep up at high pressure all 
the ‘time, and as long as ithe inquiry for 
property remains as good as it is at pres- 
ent there is mo teasonable cause for com- 
plaint. 

MOVING ON HILL STREET. 

A significant purchase of ‘the past 
‘week 'was that of a lot on Hill street by 
the Maisonic fraternity, to be used for lthe 
site of a temple. The lot is 59 feet front 
on ‘the west wide of Hill, between Fourth 
and Fifth. Tt was purchased from Mr. 
Sawyer for $12,500, Mr. Sawyer ‘having 
bought ithe Bot about a year ago for 
$7000, so ‘that he made an excellent speou- 
Taition 


This price, which ‘is equivalent to more 
than $200 foot, looks very high for Hiil- 
street property at that distance quit, but 
dealers say ‘that ft te difficult to Duy any- 
thing at a lower price on Hill, even as 
far out as Geventh. The ficance of 
‘this Mes in the conviction which has ap- 
parently taken possession of investors 
that before long business will slop over 
from Broadway into Hill street. There 


are a many investors who scoff at 
the idea of buying \Hill-street property 


as a@ business speculation, but it was “he 
same on Broadway a few years ago, be- 
fore Broadway became a business thor- 
oughfare. There are always plenty of 
people ‘who wait for others to lead the 
way in a néw. eniterprise—and for them 
to get away ‘with the cream of the proffts. 

Apother eale on Hill street made during 
‘the week was that of a lot 60 feet on Hill 
and 130 feet on Eighth, the price paid lbe- 
ing $10,000, or over $160 a foot. When 
it is remembered that property has fe- 
cently heen soki on Main street, near 
Tenth, for $150 a foot, it will easily be 
seen what a strong ourrent is setting in 
westerly from Broadway. 

This juet mow a critical time for the 
Main-street property-owners. As The 
Times has frequently pointed out, rédis 
largely with them to say whether the 
business section shall keep on in a south- 
erly direction and work into Main street 
again after paming the junction of Broad- 
way, or whether it shall turn wew:ward on 
Hill street and cluster arourml Central 
Park, in which case the probability is 
that Main-street property would nct be 
much more sougkt after than -property 
on North Main is today. The property- 
owners on Main street have shown a re- 
markable absence of enterprise in the 
past, Dut it is possible that they will naw 
see the necessity of doing something in 
order to prevent that fine thoroughfare 
from dropping out of sight. There are 
three enterprises, each of which would do 
much to improve ithe value of property on 
Main street, while altogether they would 
undoubtedly decide the fate of that street 
and give it a big advantage over its cam- 
petitors. These threé things are the pav- 
ing of the street, which is about agreed 
upon, the electrizing of tthe car lne, 
which depends upon ‘the purchasing dy 
BDasterm people, and tthe granting of a 
eubsidy by the property-owners, and the 
erection the much-talked-of Tenth- 
street hotel, concerning which there have 
recently been a large number of fresh 
rumors affoat, none of. which appear ito be 
particularly well founded. 

There is a fine opening just now for a 
6yndicate with ample capital to quietly 
purchase or bond as much property as pos- 
sible on Main and adjoining streets, and 
then pitch in to make the three improve 
ments referred to. At the very moder- 
ate price for which property can be bought 
today on Main street euch a syndicate 
would have no difficulty in dowbling its 
capital within twelve months. It would 
not be a question of pulling the business 
section into a new direction, but merely 
of keeping business in its natural channel 
by putting Main street on a level with 
other leading thoroughfares of the city in 
line of improvements. 

WESTERN HILL IMPROVEMENT. 

Following in the steps of the residents 
of the northwestern part of the city, citi- 
zens who have homes or own property on 
the western hills have organized for the 
purpose of advancing the interests of that 
attractive section. A meeting wae held a few 
days ago at the Bellevue Terrace, in which 
the improvement of First, Third and other 
streets to the city limits, also the opening 
of a boulevard from Pearl street through 
the northwestern part of the city, was 
discussed. Resolutions were adopted rec- 
ommending the opening of First street on 
a tariff grade from Broadway to the city 
limits, so that it might become the great 
east-and-west ‘thoroughfare of the city, 
and ultimately be extended to the 
ocean at Santa Monica; that Third street be 
tunneled from Hill to Flower, and that a 
boulevard be constructed from Pearl street 
to the northwestern part of the city. A 
committee which was appointed to prepare 
a circular, the necessary petitions and pre- 
sent the same to the City Council, includes 
such prominent men as J. M. Witmer, O. 
T. Johnson, W. H. Workman, L. M. Breed, 
B. F. Coulter and T, D. Stimson. 

_ The Times has suggested on several oc- 
casions that it would be an excellent thing 
for each section of the city.to organize 
an improvement association. The political 
division of the city into wards might be ac- 
cepted, or other more convenient divisions 
might be made. There is certainly enough 
public spirit in Los Angeles to keep alive 
a dozen such associations. Then, each of 
these improvement societies might appoint 
a delegate to a central organization, which 
could meet, say, once a month and receive 
reports from the local organizations. Any 
suggestion that might be agreed upon by 
these organizations would certainly carry 
much weight when presented to the City 
Council—more weight than when it ema- 
nated from an individual, At the same 
time many desirable improvements would 
be facilitated by such combination on the 


part of those who are interested in the de- 


velopment and progress of the city. The 
proverdD which tells that “In union is 
strength” is none the legs true because 
it is an old one. Some of the public-spir- 
ited citizens in each section of the city 
should take up the organization of such 
associations as thesé referred to, and The 
Times will do all in its power to help 
the movement along. se 
THE WOOLUACOTT SALE. 

The auction sale of lots-in the Woolla- 
cott tract, on East First street near the 
river, is declared by the eellers to have 
been quite satisfactory to*them, notwith- 
standing the unfavorable weather which 
prevailed. The statement is given - out 
that fifty-seven of the gixty-seven lots 
offered for sale were disposed of at an ag- 
gSregate price of $21,000. The prices ob- 
tained were not high; the inside lots go- 
ing at prices ranging from $175 to $300, 
while lots on Finst stret, ranged up to 
$600. The disposal of the lots will con- 
tinue at private sale. 


GREATER LOS ANGELES. 

The gentlemen who have taken hold of 
the movement for the extension of the 
city limits to the south and west are still 
working hard and are much encouraged 
at the success which they have so far 
met, with in interesting the people of that 
section in the insprovement. It is inti- 


mated that the opposition. whieh devel- 
| oped in the University section to the pro- 


posed extension of the city really emanates 


from a comparatively small number of 
people, and does not represent the views 
of anything like a majority of the prop- 
erty-owners of the University. It is difi- 
cult to understand ‘how any progressive 
and wide-awake property-owner should 
object to a movement which is so clearly 
in the nature of a forward step and in 
line with the methods that are now being 
adopted in most of the great cities of the 
country. 

As The Times stated a few weeks ago, 
the present movement for the enlarge- 
ment of the city limits may doubtless 
‘be considered as only a first step in the 
direction of creating a “Greater Los An- 
geles.”” It needs no very great prophetic 
power to be able to see that the time 
is not very distant when Los Angeles, 
with a population of 250,000 or more, 
shall be a compact city and county, ex- 
tending from Mr. Huntington's big wharf 
to Prof. Lowe’s big hotel that is going to 
be built on the: top of the mountain.

One of the most important improve- 
ments that has been made in the country 
districts of Southern California during the 
past year is the new irrigation system 
‘at Escondido, in San Diego county,. which 
is now approaching completion. This sys- 
tem, which has been constructed under the 
Wright law, will cost when completed 
about $350,000, and will cover about fif- 
teen thousand acres of land. If, reports 
which come from Bscondido are reliable 
that section will be able to offer set- 
tlers some of the cheapest land in South- 
ern California, as it is said that first- 
class citrus land that will be under the 
irrigation system is now selling for $50 an 
acre. 

Certainly no teasotiable person can 
complain at the price of land in this sec- 
tion when it is possible to buy land 
adapted the growth of oranges and jiem- 
ons at such a figure as this. Nor is this 
by any means the only cheap land that is 
to be had in Southern California be- 
tween Santa Barbara and San Diegs. 
There are thousands upon thousands of 
acres of good agricultural land that may 
be purchased at this price, or even less. 
It is true that not much of this land is 
at present. under an irrigation system, 
but much of it will be before long. In 
the meantime, throughout a large sec- 
tion of Southern California there is no 
necessity for irrigation to raise deciduous 
fruits and ordinary farm crops. It is 
only when one goes some distance’ away 
from the coast that it becomes necessary 
to irrigate, except in the case of citrus 
fruits. Of course the intending settler 
cannot expect to find land at such prices 
within a stone’s throw of electric cars or 
theaters, but then the development of 
this section is so marvelously rapid that 
there is always a good probability of a 
flourishing settlement growing up around 
a given point within a very short time, 
provided there is a considerable amount 
of good.arable land in the neighborhood. 
Commenting upon this question of land 
values in California, the San Francisco 
Call recently said: ; 

“ The figures asked for land in Californta 
are everywhere the most reasonable, and 
defy competition from any source or section 
of the Union, when one takes into consid- 
eration the {ncomparable climate and the 
character and variety of the productions of 
the soil. It is always to a man’s advan- 
tage to purchase anything outright and 
not buy on the installment plan, but there 
are thousands of happy and thrifty homes 
in California today secured on one of the: 
many favorable plans offered to poor men. 
The terms of payment are such that about 
all that is required now to get a foothold 
is to be an able-bodied man. In every 
section of California there are lands for 
sale on condition of improvement. The 
purchaser is required to build a house and 
plant so much in fruit trees or vines, or 
cultivate a certain number of acres for 
five or six years. Then he must make pay- 
ments on the land. Now and then a man 
starves out, but the rule is otherwise. The 
reader may have heard of the one who has 
failed, and never thought of the nine in 
possession of a nice little farm. 

“There is another feature of land values 
in this State. Its valuation up to this 
time has been largely upon its capacities 
for producing wheat, cattle, sheep and 
hogs. Land purchased at $10 per acre de- 
veloped with the production of cereals and 
stock characteristic ofthe interior valleys 
a short time ago might have developed a 
value of $30 per acre. If so, there would 
have been an enhancement of 300 per cent. 
of the original purchase price. With the 
new culture which is now being realized 
through a knowledge of the possibilities of 


our climete and irrigation, the di- 
vision of grain and stock ranches into { 


fruit farms, this same property is made 
worth, perhaps, $300 per acre, an increase 
of 1000 per cent. 

“Because of better transportation facili- 
ties, both local and overland, destined soon 
to be accomplished facts, and because our 
vineyardists, orchardists and farmers have 
been educated to fully comprehend the ad- 
vantages of irrigation and good culture, 
the value and demand for our farming 
lands is certain to increase.”

ARTESIAN WATER. 


A Magnificent Flowing Well Secured at Gere 
dena. 

The ranchers at Gardena fejoicing 
over a fine flow of artesian water struck 
a few days ago. They were discouraged 
last year because a well they had bored 
seemed to be exhausted. They thought 
the failing water suply was due to the 
dry season. The wet weather of the pres- 
ent year did not improve the flow, so they 
came to the conclusion that the fault was 
not with the water supply, but with the 
well. An investigation showed that the 
hole had simply become choked up with 
eand. They, therefore, went to work to 
clean it out and tear up the bottom sv 
the water could find [ts way out. The 
result was most geatisfactory. There is 
now a flow that rises eighteen inches 
above the top of the seven-ineh pipe with 
which the well is cased. It rushes out 
with a roar that can be heard many yards 
distant. It is one of the strongest wells 
in the artesian belt and will afford an 
ample water supply for the 800 acres of

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RATE SEEDLINGS. 


[he Conditions on Eastern 
Shipments. 


The Arrival in the City of a Promi- 
nent Santa Fe Of- 
ficial. 


Eastern Railroad Men Are Taking 
in the Sights—Special Rates for 
Church Meetings and Con- 
ventions. East-bound. 


The reduced rate of $1 per 100 pounds 
on Southern California seedling oranges 
to Eastern points, agreed on between the 
Santa Fe-and Southern Pacific Railroad 
companies, did not go into effect until 
yesterday. The circular referring thereto, 
issued by the Santa Fe Company states 
that the new rate embraces shipments 
from Los Angeles, San Diego and all other 
points on the Southern California Railway 
for Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore and Norfolk, Va. A note in the cir- 
cular says that this dollar rate applies 
only from and to the points above named 
and when shipments are made in cars be- 
longing to railroad companies.” It further 
adds that the rate does not and will not 
apply to common nor to intermediate 
points and will not apply to points named 
when shipments are made in cars owned 
by or leased to private corporations or 
individuals, unless such parties file an 
agreement to waive all mileage on such 
cars, either loaded or empty, while en- 
gaged in this traffic. It is also provided 
that shipments must be routed by one of 
the following-named routes: Route No. 1, 
via Joliet, Ill, and Michigan Central 
Railway; route No. 2, via Streator, IIl1., 
Illinois and lowa Railway and 
Traders’ Dispatch; route No. 3, via Mazon, 
In., and C. C. C. and St. L. Railway. 

Besides the above routes and rate there 
is the water-connection rate mentioned in 
this column two days ago, but the idea 
seems to prevail pretty generally that 
whatever shipments of seedling oranges 
will be made, they will be by the all-rail 
route at $1 per hundred pounds in pref- 
erence to the low rate necessitating the 
transhipment from -car to steamer. 

PROMINENT RAILROAD MAN. 

Among the iate arrivals to be noticed 
in this city of prominent railroad men is 
that of W. J. Black, assistant general 
passenger agent of the Santa Fe at To- 
peka. Mr. Black has come to the Coast 
on his wedding trip. He went direct to 
San Diego, where, with his wife, he passed 
several days, staying principally at the 
Hotel del Coronado. He reached this city 
yesterday morning, and during the day 
paid a visit to the Santa Fe Company's 
handsome general offices in the Bradbury 
building. Although he has been with the 
company over ten years, he is one of the 
youngest men in the service to occupy so 
prominent a position. Mr. Black intends 
remaining here several days and will 
then go north, visiting Monterey and San 
Francisco on his way home. 

SAN DIEGO RAILROAD SCHEMES. 

SAN DIEGO, May 1.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) U. S. Grant, Jr., when asked 
today by the Times correspondent as to 
what interest he had in ‘the railroad- 
men's railroad, which is another name for 

San Diego, Pacific and Eastern Rai!- 
road, stated in substance that he had no 
further interest in the scheme than that 
of Many other citizens desirous of see- 
ing an Eastern road built into San Diego. 
According to his understanding of the 
situation, all that the promoters of the 
road desire from San Diego people is 
$5000 with which to advertise the matter 
and so interest the railroad employees of 
the country that they will subscribe to 
the project and insure the construction of 

road. His interest in the affair merely 
extends to the raising of the $5000 for ad- 
vertising expenses, and, with that in 
view, he is one of a committee of seventy 
leading citizens who have appointed an ex- 
ecutive committee to take steps to raise 
the advertising fund desired. As the 
scheme of the promoters of the road pro- 
hibits the expenditure cf stock subscrip- 
tions for any purpose other than that of 
actual construction, the people of San 
Diego are asked to put up $5000 for pre- 
liminary advertising. The new president 
of the road, a Mr. Vroman, is soon ‘vo 
arrive here. H. L. Story has retired from 
the presidency. Mr. Story succeeded 
Clifton E. Mayne who was the original 
projector of the scheme. The novel part 
of the enterprise is that shares of $10 each 
shall be sold to railroad employees only 
on the 50 cents a month installment plan. 
No one man can own over $500 worth of 
the stock, and only railroad men shall 
be officials in the company. The articles 
of incorporation of the road, as on record 
today, provide for building a railroad from 
San Diego one hundred miles northeast- 
erly; also for a real estate, steamship. 
telegraph and telephone business. Twvo 
terminals in this city are proposed, 
one by the way of the City Park, 
nd 1 terminal by way of 
Mission Valley and Old Town. It is a 
by citizens earnestly desiring a railroad

THE BUSY CORONER. 


HE YESTERDAY INVESTIGATED 
TWO DEATHS AT WHITTIER. 


Frank Becker Committed Suicide 


the 


With Strychnine After Trying 
' to Kill His Wife—A 
Sudden Death. 


Two cases of sudden death required 
Coraner Campbell's services at Whittier 


yesterday. One was from natural causes; 
the other was suicide. 
Mrs. Mary Woollomes, aged 71, was 


found dead in bed and the Coroner was 
summoned to investigate the cause. It 
was apparent that she died of “heart fa'‘l- 
ure,” and it was therefore, mot necesmry 
to hold an inquest. : 

While the Coroner was busy with this 
case, he was notified that Frank Becker, a 
Frenchman, aged 51, a gardener by trade, 
had committed suicide. The Coroner at 
once took charge of the body, swore in 
a jury and held an inquest. 

The testimony showed that Becker had 
been in Los Angeles Wednesday, and, on 
returning home at night, he drove his 
family out of the house, telling his wife at 
the time that he was going to destroy 
himself, but that he intended to kill her 
first. She managed to esorpe to a neigh- 
bor’s trouse with her two small children, 
where they staid till morning. 

Becker, tt seems, sta’d at home the re- 
mainder of the night, and after daybreak 
went about among the neighbors hunting 
for tis family, but the neighbors kept 
them concealed, as they feared from his 
threats that he would murder his w fe if 
be found her. Finally the ferocicus 
Frenohbman went to the village drugstore 
and bought a vial of strychnine, saying 
he wanted it to kill gophers. He re- 
turned t) his ‘house, took a dose of the 
drug and scon afterwards was a subject for 
the Coroner. 

Becker's wife testified that he frequently 
beat her and they had not lved happ ly 
for a long time. Just before locating 
at Whittier, a short time ago, they lived 
in Pasadena, where Becker served four 
nYyonths in for wife-beating. He drank 
a good deal and was very brutal. 

Beoker used a great deal more poifon 
than was necessary to kill, and the Coroner 
suspected that he put some in the food in 
the house, intending in that way t) wreak 
vengeance on his wife. The Ooroner ac- 
cordingly ordered al) the food in the house 
destroyed and warned the family not to 
eat any of it if they valued ther lives. 
Becker took the poicon in a cup of coffee. 

The Coroner held thirty-one inquests 
during the month of April, an average of 
nrore than one per day. Nearly all were 
violent deaths. by accident or suicide. 
The victims of accidents were principally 
tramps killed by trains. The suicides’ 
favorite method of extermination was by 
morphine poisoning and the revolver. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY BONDS. 

To the voters of the city of Los Angeles: 

A special election will be held on Friday, 
May 3, to vote for or against the issuance of 
bonds for the erection of a public museum and 
library. 

The following considerations are submitted 
by the directors of the library in favor of the 
bonds: 

Residents of Los Angeles, almost without ex- 
ception, desire to maintain the public library. 
Considered as a factor in our educational cys- 
tem, as an adjunct to the public schools, as a 
means of assistance to local literary and scien- 
tific societies, and more particularly as a min- 
ister to those who, craving knowledge or in- 
tellectual entertainment, obtain its favors free, 
the library is an agent working for the public 
welfare, and civic wisdom demands that it be 
fostered. 

It is regrettable that lack of space forbids an 
elaboration of details showing the present in- 
sufficiency of room-space, and the injury cre- 
ated thereby. Shelf-room is exhausted. The 
reference-room, reading-room, workroom and 
the quarters devoted to general circulation are 
each grossly inadequate for the purposes to 
which they are severally devoted. —The health 
and comfort of the attendants are menaced, 
the convenience of the public is curtailed and 
the general efficiency of the library is greatly 
impaired by its present cramped quarters. 

The following figures furnish a potent argu- 
ment for increased facilities. ‘They represent 
the total circulation and membership from the 
month of July, 18M, to April 1, 1895: 


Total Mem- 

Circulation. bership. 
September, 1894 ..... 40,756 17,025 
November, 1894 43,169 7.954 


An inerease of 8000 in the circulation ami 
3000 in the number of members within nine 
months is evidence of an increase for which 
provision must be made. 

From the report of the librarian it appears 
that in the year preceding December 1, 1894, 
901,620 volumes were handled over the counter 
of the library. | 

“The limited space at command for such an 
amount of business is totally inadequate, and 
the delivery-room during the busy hours pre- 
sents a scene of crowding and discomfort which 
seriously hinders satisfactory service on the 
part of the attendants.’’—(Librarian’s report, 
p. 12. 

Between April 1, 1889, and December 1, 1894, 
in round numbers, 1,000,000 books were issued 
for home use, over 500,000 in the reading- 
rooms, and 25,000 persons registered as mem- 
bers. 

‘Although the business has incréased to this 
extent, not an inch of space has been added 
for the convenience of the public, and the 
quarters were thought too small five years 
ago!'’—(Librarian’s report, p. 13. 

The same increase in circulation and mem- 
bership must continue, and it will be only a 
short time when it will be physically impos- 
sible to accommodate all the patrons of the 
library. The directors must not be held re- 
sponsible for a result they are powerless to 
remedy. Whether the citizens will permit the 
present state of affairs to continue and grow 
worse ts for them to decide. The remedy is 
in their hands. We request the voters to 
authorize the issuance of the bonds in order

Surveying the North and 
South Extension. 


Mutterings at the White Mountain 
Reservation Against the New 
Railroad. 


Another Artesian Well Struck at St.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) May 1.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) Splendid progress is being 
made on the new Rio Verde Canal. Op- 
erations were begun the Sth. Already 
30,000 yards of earth have been removed, 
three miles.of the canal opened up and 
one mile of it completed. Engineers 
will soon be on the ground surveying fcr 
the dam. The operations will include a 
tunnel through a mountain projecting 
across the valley. The tunnel wi!l be 
fourteen feet in diameter. Through it the 
Verde will be diverted while the lower 
workings of the dam are put in place. 
The company is only working filty men 
now, but when the water falls sufficiently 
1000 will be put in the field. 

Miss Lizbeth Y. Allen, who wrote the 
Brownie song, will give a ‘‘Brownie con- 
cert” at the operahouse soon. It will be 
worked up delightfully. The song is now 
being published.

and down without profanity, and that doors 
should be constructed so as not fo stick 
and sag. Mrs. Graham said that altruism 
would BS attained when labor agitators 
were dispensed with and all classes la- 
bored ta do all things well. 

The Spédker paid her respects to the la- 
dies who adopted to its fullest extent the 
present outlandish style of dress, the bal- 
loon aléeves, the spread-eagle hat and the 
dress that tired women to wear. She said 
that one step toward altruria would be ac- 
complished when women learned to dress 
with more simplicity. Mrs. Graham said 
it was wonderful that women had been 
able to maintain the regard of men through 
all their varying styles of dress. She said 
that much that appeared foolish in the 
habits of women was because they had no 
pockets. The speaker said that she would 
like to see the man who could carry a 
pocket-book around in his hand all after- 
noon and keep a level head. 

This paper did not draw out a very full 
discussion for the reason, as one delegate 
expressed it, Mrs. Graham had exhausted 
the entire subject. 

Mrs. Cushing of Oakland said that a 
great advance toward altruria would be 
made when the poor and rich were taxed 
alike. This lady spoke with much em- 
phasis, and her remarks were loudly ap- 
plauded. 

Mrs. Brady of Pomona very kindly sur- 
rendered her time to the gentlemen.

Dutton of Santa Barbara took advantage 
of the offer by saying a few words concern- 
ing taxes. He said a gentleman had 
told him that he had played on $1500 
planos‘in San Francisco that were only 
taxed for $50, while he knew a map who 
had a milch cow that was taxed at $35, 
when the animal could not be sold for $25.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


TROUBLE IN THE BOARD OF 
EDUCATION. 


Low Death Rate—Looked Like an 
Elopement—Jailer Appointed— 
Rainfall—Marriage Li- 
eenses—Other News. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 2.—(Special 
Correspondence.) A cloud no bigger than 
a man’s hand or a twenty-dollar gold 
piece has arisen on the horizon of the city 
Board of Education. Under the provision 
of the law the Board of Education met 
April 16 and chose J. W. Stephenson as 
president and E. D. Elliott as secretary. 
The latter wae secretary of the old board 
at a ealary of $20 per month, but under 
Section 811 of the municipal goveroment 
act this payment waa illegal, as no member 
of the board could, under any tircum- 
stances, receive any compensation for hi« 
geervices, even as secretary, as shown in 
Section $11. Under these provisions of the 
law President Stepheneon of the Board of 
Education has refused to sign the order 
for salary of the secretary for the month 
of April, claiming that Mr. Elliott, being 
a member of the board and taking part in 
all the doings of the board, even 10 vot- 
ing on the amount of his own salary, has 
no right to receive any compensation for 
his services, and that the board have no 
right to vote him any sum whatever for 
such services. 

LOW DBPATH RATE. 

Dr. J. E. Pratt, Health Officer, furnishes 
a report showing total number of deaths 
that occurred in the city of San Bernar- 
dino, commencing May 1, 1893, and end- 
ing May 1, 1895: For year ending May 1, 
1894, 147 deaths; year ending May 1, 1895, 
119 deaths. 

The location of the County Hospital just 
inside the city limits adds to the rate an 
average of about three a month, leaving 
the average death fate of the city proper 
to be eight per month, or a yearly rate of 
about eleven for each thousand inhabi- 


tants.
